The Crops.— Some time ago we indulged in 
some speculations in regard to the tobacco crop, 
which was called in question by a correspondent in 
Christian, whose opinions were that it mist prove a 
very short one. From the following, in the Clarks- 
ville Chronicle, received last night, it will be seen 
tbat there is a fair prospect for a good crop: 

Crops. — Accounts from all directions about here 
are very encouraging in regard to the coming crops. 
Wheat is said to look unusually well in every sec- 
tion, and the prospect is good for an immense'yield. 
The farmers are now reduced to "rust" in their ar- 
guments against a big crop, and will soon, no doubt, 
"fly" from that — but the prospect is, notwithstand- 
ing all their doleful forebodings, very good for a big 
crop. Corn, too, is said to be doing remarkably 
well, and with the usual rains iu the next two 
months, will turn out an abundant yield. 

Tobacco is the crop about here, however, and it 
absorbs nearly every other interest in our agri- 
culture. A month ago the chances were prettv well 
balanced between a crop and no crop of this Select- 
able weed. The early plants were mostly destroyed 
in the beds by frost, and it became evident that a 
re-sow would put the planting at so late a date as 
to render the curing of a fair average crop impossi- 
ble. First it was said that there were no plants 
left, aud no more seen; but it was soon found that 
there was a large quantity of plants left, and plenty 
of seed. 

Then "Ihe sun was drying up all the young 
plants;" but right on the heels of this lamentation 
came copious but gentle rains, aud thu plants thriv- 
ed elegantly. Tht n there was "no time to set out 
tobacco" — none could be planted l*fore July, and 
that was too late, every body knew!" Well, not- 
withstanding all these melancholy forebodings, there 
is an abundance of line plants in the country, the 
seasons have been highly propitious, and though it 
is now but the 12th of June, a good crop has been 
set out, and in the next week the largest crop ever 
planted in this section will have been set out of 
good, thrifty plants, and with ordinarily favorable 
seasons, to the time of maturity, there will be iu 
this and the surrounding country, a larger crop of 
tobacco than was ever made before. Such is our 
honest conviction, l>ased on intelligence from all di- 
rections of the tobacco growing sections. 

While on the subject of the crops, we may add 
that the heavy rains we have been visited with 
lately may injure the wheat crop. A very heavy 
shower feil last evening, and after dark it was again 
raining. 

Body Focxd. — The following is a description of 
the property-man of the theater, who was drowned 
on the falls several days ago. The corpse was found 
at Kendle's landing, in Harrison county, Ind., and 
an inquest held there: 

He is about 20 years of age, fair hair, about six 
feet high, his dress was dark mixed tweed panta-

capement, four holes jeweled;" the hands were 
standing at 20 minutes after 11 o'clock; steel fob- 
chain, is linked together with round balls, four in 
number; one white purple border handkerchief, with 
two small circulars headed "the comet is coming, 
&.C., at 96 Third street, near the post office;" in the 
right pocket of his pants, one large brass kev, No. 
171, and two trunk or safe kevs in his left pocket. — 
With the abovementioned order two rings, supposed 
to l>e gold, were slightly on the third ringer of each 
hand — one a red color, the other bright. No account 
of nis residence nor marks of violence found on his 
person more thon described.

The Derbv Race in England.— The last Eng- 
lish papers contain full accounts of the great Derby 
race at Epsom, on the 27th ult. The London cor- 
respondent of the Philadelphia American writes: 

The dav was exceedingly fine, and not less than 
one hundred thousand persons were conveyed to 
Kpsoni Downs, about sixteen miles from London, 
by rail, and every species of vehicle that can be im- 
agined, from the peer's splerdid four horse drag, 
down to an humble pony cart. The scenes along 
the road and upou the downs are most remarkable, 
and the sight lnimcdi itely preceding, during, and 
after the race is run is not only intensely exciting, 
but can be imagined rather than described. 

The winner of the stakes, out of a field of tliree 
v«ir old horses and mares numbering thirtv, was 
a mare called "Blink Bonny;" the value of the 
stakes exceeds f30,0U0; the distance run is a mile 
and a half, which is accomplished in a little over 
two minutes. Thus this great race, upon which 
hundreds of thousands of pounds is pending, and 
which a hundred thousand persona at considerable 
personal expense and some risk, go to visit, com- 
mences ana is over, as ll were, in a breath. The 
Houses of Parliament were closed on that day; lit- 
tle or nothing was done on the stock exchange, and, 
in short, all persons who had the inclination and the 
means put in an appearance on the downs at at some 
period of the day.

Men and on" Woman Wounded — The Indians In 

tht rear of Col. Sumner's Command. 

We have just received a letter from Fort Riley, 
which we publish below, informing us that an em- 
migrant train ha.? been attacked and destroyed by 
the Cheyenne Indians, about eighty miles west of 
that port. „ " ' " 

It nuy be recollected that Col. Sumner left tort 
Leavenworth some three or four weeks ago, with six 
companies of infantrv, for the pur|>ose of making 
war upon the Cheyennes. He divided his force, . 
sending one portion up the Arkansas, under com- 
mand of Major Sedgwick, and leading the other 
himself up the Platte. It would appear that the 
Indians have slipped down between the two columns 
and commenced murdering and robbing in their 
rear. 

The Chevennes are amongst the boldest and most 
warlike Indians on our Western prairies, and, if once 
fairly aroused, will be difficult to sui)due. They 
number almut one thousand warriors, and will doubt- 
lessly be joined by many young Sioux braves, with 
whom they are closely connected. 

As there are great many emigrants crossing the 
plains this season, it is very much to be feared that 
we shall soon hear of other catastrophes similar to 
that described below: 

Nkab Fort Rii.ey, June 9, 1857. 

Mr. Editor: Our quiet community has just been 
thrown into considerable excitement by the news 
that the Indians, supposed to be the Cheyennes, 
have attacked a small party of emigrants al>out 
eighty miles west of Fort Riley, and killed four men 
and two men wouuded and one woman. One of 
tie survivors, Mr. A. P. Weaver, has reached this 
pL'.c* an! makes the following statement: 

About eighty miles from the post on the Repulv- 
licau fork of Kansas river, my party had just left 
camp on the morning of Saturdav, the 0th of June, 
1857, about i) o'clock, A. M. About 150 Indians, 
mounted, charged on our train and surrounded it; 
they commenced tiring on our men: they killed four 
men of our party. After their guns were dis- 
charged, the liKltans retired to a creek close by and 
continued their fire until we left the wagons. Be- 
fore we had got out of sight they had emptied the 
wagons; apart of them pursued us. Our party 
consistud of ten men, eight women, and ten chil- 
dren. I left the party coming down in this direc- 
tion with two men and one woman wounded, all on 
foot and out of provisions. One of the four men 
killed was endtavoring to escape but was overta- 
ken, and the last that was seen of him the Indians 
were dragging hiin by a larriat. 

The names of three of the men killed are S. D. 
Weaver, M. Lewis, and Sam. Smith. The wounded 
are J. Hoiistou, J. Smith, and a woman, name un- 
known. Capt. llendrickson, with two companies of 
the «th Infantry, who had just arrived here from 
Fort Leavenworth, has gone out to bring in the sur- 
vivors. As his command is on foot, it will be im- 
possible for him to pursue the Indians, who are all 
well mounted. 

This may be looked upon as the commencement of 
the Cheyenne war. Col. Sumner bjU gone out after 
this tribe, but one portion of his command is on the 
Arkansas and the other on the Platte, two hundred 
miles apart, so that the Indians have a line chance 
of slipping in l»et ween and getting in his rear, which, 
it appears, they liave done. As the emigration 
crossing the plains this year is very large, there will 
l>e a great loss of life and propertv unless the Gov- 
ernment promptly sends an additional mounted 
force in that direction. Instead of sending such an 
unnecessarily large number of troops to Utah, a por- 
tion should be sent to chastise the Indians who are 
murdering and robbing our citizens at our very doors.

A Defaulting Trkaslbkk's Account ok Him- 
self. — The trial of Wm. A. Buster, the defaulting 
treasurer of Sonoma county, Cal., was concluded a 
few days ago.

On 
the third, for using the "moneys belonging to the 
county, he was found guilty and sentenced to two 
and a half years' imprisonment. On the fourth, for 
embezzlement of school moneys belonging to the 
county of Souoma, he pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to three years imprisonment.

[Paris (May 2y) Correspondence of the London Times.] 
New Complications in the Spanish-Mexican 
Dispute. — A telegraphic despatch from Madrid an- 
nounced yesterday that new difficulties had arisen 
in the negotiations on the Mexican question, and 
private letters from that city of the '25th confirm the 
fact. The "Mexican question" comprises the claims 
of certain bondholders in the republic, which are of 
old standing, and satisfaction demanded by Spain for 
the outrages and murders perpetrated on Spanish 
subjects resident in the Mexican territory. Though 
some days ago a satisfactory settlement appeared 
extremely probable, yet there is reason to fear that, 
in spite of the united efforts of Lord Howdcn and 
the Marquis de Turgot, the question docs not pre- 
sent at this moment a very favorable appearance. 
The President of the Council and the Minister fir 
Foreign Affairs, Marshal Narvaez and M. Pidal, 
are lioth moderate in their views and pacific in their 
intentions, but there is a violent and uncompromis- 
ing feeling of hostility against Mexico among the 
public, in the press, and in the Congress. 

In the Congress the paragraph in the answer to 
the speech from the Throne was drawn up by M. 
Gonzales Bravo, the Spanish Minister in Engfand, 
in a much stronger tone than the corresponding pas- 
sages in the speech; but it would appear that even 
this does not satisfy the Deputies, and an amend- 
ment will probably he moved to make the paragraph 
more bitter still. It is certain that the Government 
is just now exceedingly weak, from the many frac- 
tions into which the majority is split, and, as the 
Mexican question is the readiest and easiest of all 
means of opposition, Marshal Narvaez and M. Pidal 
are becoming every day less free agents in the mat- 
ter. Besides the natural feeling in the public to 
triumph over the insolence of the old colony, an ar- 
tificial irritation has been excited by persevering ef- 
forts and a lavish expenditure of money on the part 
of persons holding Mexican bonds to a large amount, 
and who think that nothing short of hostilities will 
obtain for them the payment of their more than 
doubtful claims. 

It is to be regretted that M. Lafrauga did not arrive 
in Madrid some time before the meeting of the Cortes. 
The Government feels that the deputies, although 
for the most jiart its own nominees, are growing un- 
manageable now that they are elected, and with un- 
grateful hardihood presume to make a show of inde- 
pendence. There is now an outcry against Mexico, 
which people persuade themselves and others, is 
patriotic — that unhappy adjective which is so dread- 
fully prostituted in Spain. On the whole, I fear 
that Lord Howden and M. De Turgot may l>e work- 
ing, not for Queen Isabella,, but, as they sav in 
France, "ponr le Iloile Prusse"— that is for nothing 

The Mt. Vernon Estate. — The ladies of the 
South have entered heartily into the work of raising 
a sum to purchase the Mt. Vernon estate, so as to 
secure the home and grave of Washington from 
desecration. They have just issued an appeal to 
the mayors of cities and towns, and editors of news- 
papers throughout the Union, proposing that the 
coming Fourth of July mav be "dedicated, conse- 
crated, and made memorable forever" by taking up 
Mount Vernon subscriptions in every portion of the 
Republic. They say that more than one-eighth of 
the required sum has been raised. The present pro- 
prietor of Mount Vernon has offered to sell 200 acres 
of the estate, including the mansion house, to the 
State of Virginia; and as large sums have been raised 
all over the Union, to complete this purchase, it is 
only necessary to pay them over to the treasury of 
the "Old Dominion," and for that State to accept 
the office of trustee. There can be no doubt, we 

think, that the entire sum asked for the property 

$200,000 — can readily be raised. It is true that the 
price is enormous, but the price must be paid, or the 
estate lost. It would be eminently disgraceful if 
the 30,000,000 of inhabitants in the United States 
should allow Mount Vernon to be "cut up into lots" 
for speculators, on the pretext that its proprietor 
asked too much for it. The State of Virginia will 
run no risk in assuming the purchase, for the people

asked if he had anything to say why judgment 
should not be pronounced agaimt him, he delivered 
a speech, from which we extract the following rich SlimmfT ScSSlOil 0l' McCOWll'S Academy 

account of the causes which produced his downfall. 
We quote from the Journal: 

I was at the saloon on the evening of the 17th 
(Saturday), at 10 or 11 o'clock, playing cards for 
one thing" or another. Tread well (Jo.) and Russell 
went home with me to go to bed; they found the 
front door parti v open and the safe partly open. 1 
had gone round 'to the back of the house, and they 
called to me. I went round and all the money was 
taken out of the safe, God knows bv whom, "but I 
don't. That is the only thing for which I can make 
no showing, excepting my acts. If I had been dis- 
posed to rob myself I might have taken much more, 
and you all know I am in the habit of doing things 
by the wholesale. From the time I should have 
started to Sacramento up to the time the safe was 
robbed, I paid two thousand and eighty-eight dol- 
lars, and offered to pay more. Now, you willagrte 
with me that any man who would have done this 
(if he intended to steal) would have been a fool; 
but I could only deny the charge and give the above 
reason; and my best'friends passed me by without 
speaking, and thought me guilty, and I was almo t 
driven to despair; sometimes I thought 1 would not 
go to Sacramento; Dr. Williams told me he heard I 
was afraid to go; I told him that I liad rather die 
than be thought afruid to go; I don't know what 
faar is. 

I went to Sacramento and fell in with Joe Nevill; 
some of you know who he is; and now I will relate 
the only thing I regret in this whole matter. I told 
Nevill what I wanted to get (a relief bill passed); 
he went with me and seemed to know most all the 
members. Nevill seemed to be very kind, and did 
all he could for me, and we drauk considerable 
with members of the Legislature. 

Next morning I went to draw the school money, 
and he helped me pack it up; and after I had depos- 
ited it, he said he was out of money and so was I, 
and if we would take some of the money and go to 
a faro bank we could win expenses. 

I took out one hundred dollars — it was lost; we 
drank some brandy — it was good brandy; he insist- 
ed the stake was so small he could do nothing, and 
wanted me to increase it and he would certainly 
wiu. I did so until we had lost a thousand dollars. 
He swore by his right arm and the blood of his 
heart, that "if he lost he knew where he could get 
the money and would pay me back, 

W e got aboard a boat and started for San 
Francisco. I felt so bad I could not sleep; he said 
he could not, and would get up a game of poker 
and make a sure thing for me to win. I gave him 
a twenty, he was to put up the cards so as to deal 
me a full — I suppose you all know what a full is. 
I watched him deal; he took my cards from the 
bottom and the other man's from the top. The oth- 
er man bet along moderately for some time and then 
raised to four hundred and fifty dollars. I supposed 
he meant to blurt" me, and proposed to let Jo. hold 
my hand until I went for the money, but he would 
not consent. I then sent Jo. for the money. When 
the monev was up, I said I had three rives and two 
sixes — f will always recollect the hand. He show- 
ed four kings, and he took the money; and then 1 
found that Jo. was not acting fair with me; and I was 
then all out except what I had in my pocket, one 
hundred and forty dollars and a bit. 

I talked with him. told him I was broke and ruin- 
ed; he said he would make it all right in the morn- 
ing; I felt as though I was gone in, and the next 
morning I went down on the wharf and had a great 
n.iiul to throw the one hundred and forty dollars in 
the bav, for I knew that amount was no use to me; 
I went and bucked oil" the oue hundred and forty- 
dollars and kept the bit. 

I had lost all confidence in Jo., and told him he 
hid ruined mo; he told me not to go home; I told 
him by the Gods i would, und let the people all 
know "what I had done; he said he could not rind 
the man he was to get the money from, but would 
get me the money and bring it up; I came home 
and was loth to tell it; Dr. Williams asked me if I 
had brought the school money, and I said "yes." 

Ogan wanted me to pay a school warrant, and I 
told him just how it was; and I was then charged 
all over town with stealing the school money, and I 
suppose it was no better. I was then delivered over 
by my securities to the sheriff, and had to go 
to jail, where I have been ever sine?. Many re- 
ports were circulated against me, and I under- 
stood they threatened to take me out of jail and 
hang me; all I could hear was through my family; 
no man could come; he was der i >d admission 
either by the sheriff or jailor, I don't know which, 
nor do I care. I was told I would be punished to 
the extent of the law, and I don't believe there 
could have been a jury in the country but what 
would commit me. 

I was without money and without counsel; I told 
C. P. Wilkins my situation, and he offered to do all 
he could for me; he was in bad health, and I asked 
Tempi? to assist; he said he could do me no good 
before this community, but he would assist all he 
could; I made an application for a change of venue, 
but was denied, ana was advised to run away; I 
could have done so, and been gone long ago, but I 
would rather hang than to acknowledge the e ' 
by running away, and thereby saddle it on 
family. 

1 expect, if I live, to serve out my time and come 
back here, for if I cannot live here I cannot any- 
where. I don't make these remarks with the hope 
of influencing the court. I want them to do their 
duty — appoint the time which thev see cause to allot 
me, and 1 will go and try it. I have nothing more 
to say. 

The New Sugar-Cane. — Mr. Leonard Wray, of 
London, the introducer into France and other coun- 
tries of Imphee, or Chinese sugar-cane (which, 
however, he obtained in Africa), and the discoverer 
of a process of crystahzing sugar from its juice, has 
just returned to this city from a visit to the South- 
ern and Western States. We learn that he has 
planted upon the estate of Ex-Governor Hammond, 
of South Carolina, 110 acres; upon that of Mr. 
Peters, near Atlanta, Georgia, 30 acres; and upon 
that of Cassius M. Clay, near Lexington, Kentucky, 
7 acres. Mr. D. J. Browne, of the United States 
Patent Office, who introduced the Chinese sugar- 
cane into this country, and demonstrated to the 
public its great value, is understood, in common 
with Ex-Govemor Hammond, and other gentlemen, 
to have urged Mr. Wray to visit the United States 
for the purpose herein named; and he is also aiding, 
by all means in his power, to induce the prompt ana 
general attention of agriculturists to the adoption of 
these varieties of a novel plant. 

This cane is profitable for many purposes besides 
the manufacture of sugar, such as the production of 
aleohol, of wine, of fodder, of a red dye for silks, 
Ac. It will grow and prosper wherever Indian or 
broom corn may be cultivated to advantage; but its 
most abundant yield of sugar and most profitable 
culture will prove to be in the regions best adapted 
to the tropical sugar-cane now in general cultivation. 
Whether it will supersede the plant now prevalent 
there or not is a problem to be solved by experiment 
alone. We are assured that, from the ripened seeds i

Ijg-A very disgraceful proceeding took place at 
Jeffersonville this morning, but as one of the parties i 
concerned intends to prepare a statement of the atl'air 
for publication, we refrain from giving any of the ' 
particulars. 

Riotous Conduct in New York.— On Saturday 
night a riot took place iu the Eleventh Ward, in con- 
sequence of a collision lietween the Metropolitan 
and Municipal police. The Municipal men had two 
of their number arrested for interference in an alter- 
cation between certain "Metroiwlitans" and a pri- 
soner who refused to recognize them. The Munici- 
pal men were led off by a squad of twenty from the 
new station, the prisoner being left to escape. A 
great crowd gathered around the Metropolitan sta- 
tion and for a time threatened its destruction, which 
would have lieeu accomplished had it not been pro- 
tected by the Municipal men. After the two police- 
men were bailed out ($300 each) quite a demonstra- 
tion took place. Great excitement prevailed through 
the night, and when two of the Metropolitan police 
finally went forth to patrol, one was stabbed and 
both so badly beaten that no others ventured out 

will be seen from our dispatches that the mili- 
tary had to be called out, and that Mayor Wood and 
two others were arrested and held to bail in $5,000 
each to answer. 



^yThe following are dispatches from Washington 
tothe New York papers: 

Gen. Walker had an interview with the President 
last evening. He announced himself a citizen of 
Nicaragua, and complained of the illegal and hostile 
interference of Capt. Davis against him. An inves- 
tigation into the facts will be ordered. The conver- 
sation was general and informal. Gen. Walker baa 
concluded to remain here till to-morrow afternoon, 
and will reach New York on Monday morning. 

Capt. Fayssoux, one of Gen. Walker's staff, who 
was a midshipman in the Texas navy, applied at the 
Navy Department to-day for his allowance of Uncle 
Sam s cash; but the draft was not honored, as he 
was never commissioned, and the law includes only 
"officers holding regular commissions." 

Gen. Walker will leave for New York on Monday, 
where preparations are making for another expedi- 
tion to Nicaragua. He has had no intercourse with 
officials here, and did not bring his matters before 
the President. 

The private dinner which he attended last evening 
was given b v Tenne?seeans chiefly,among them Sena- 
tor Jones, Major Heiss, Major Arnold Harris, and oth- 
ers. Senator Jones presided, assisted by Col. Bur- 
nett, of New York. Eighteen or twenty gentlemen 
were present. Col. Walters was present. Gen. 
Walker's remarks, in reply to a friendly greeting 
by Senator Jones in behalf of the company, were 
substantially that he preferred the approbation of 
the people to that of the Government, and that he 
was confident that he had the mass of the people in 
favor of his movement. 

The Russian government has signified its readi- 
ness to act in concert with the British government in 
China in all matters except its quarrel at Canton. 
The offer has lietn accepted. 

The Minnesota has been ordered to sail on the 25th 
injtt., as Mr. Toucey now considers it important to 
make an early demonstration before Canton. The 
Waterwitch arrived to-day, with the crew and guns 
for the Plvmouth. 

The statement that the Chincha Islands are to be 
placed under the protectorate of England and France 
is untrue, as England has disavowed the treaty 
made in its name. 

The War Department learns that there are bnt 
150 Seminole warriors under Billy Bowlegs in 
Florida, opposed to whom we have a regiment of 
men. 

The Navy Department decides that Gen. Hous- 
ton had no power to dismiss Com. Moor* from the 
Texas navy, and allows him his pay under the ad 
of Congress.

Mayor Wood surrendered himself up to the Coro- 
ner.

N BW York, June 17. 

Mayor Wood succumlwd to the law this morning 
and submitted to arrest on the second warrant with- 
out resistance. Mr. Turner, deputy Street Com- 
missioners and Capt. Bennett, of the Mayor's Po- 
lice, who were concerned in the outrages committed 
on Saturday at the Citv Hall, were arrested at the 
same time. All three were held to bail in the sum 
of 5,000 each. The City Hall is guarded on all 
s-ides by the Ma) or's Police, the crowd being exclu- 
ded except those having business. No further out- 
rages are apprehended but foops are in readiness 
at their armories and prepared to meet anv emer- 
gency that mav arise. 

The steamship Fulton has arrived from Havre, 
her dates have been anticipated by the Europa. 

Washington, June 16. 

Ex-Governor Phillip Frank Thomas to-day form- 
ally declined the Governship of Utah, the office, ao- 
coiding to the statement of his friends, not being 
sufficieutly remunerative. It h untrue that Major 
Hopkins, "of Florida, was offered it. The probabili- 
ty is that Col. Cuminiii- will be appointed, and no 
other person is mem ioned in that connection. 

Belative to the California overland mail it may be 
positively asserted that there is M foreshadowing of 
the route to be selected. Nothing definite has been 
done. The subject require i thorough investigation 
in view its great national iui|.<>rtauce, and it is be- 
lieved that it has already been a -unject of Cabinet 
deliberation. 

Gen. Walker has written a long letter to the Pres- 
ident, which to-day was placed in his hands. Walk- 
er's statements will doubtless cause a full investi- 
gation of Captain Davis's conduct by the Govern- 
ment.

Great Popular Excitkment in Bsnsm-.i^. — 
Brussels was on the afternoon of Wedaesdav tba 
scene of a popular turmoil, which at one time a»-.nm- 
ed the features of a serious political demuastrmtiosv. 
The incident arose from the warmth of political 
feeling excited by the debates in the Chamber of 
Representatives on "charitable institutions," aud 
particularly by the attitude ol the Opposition in the 
j sitting of Wednesday. M. Frere, a tue ruler uf the L»t- 
| ter, laid the foundation of the subaeqoeut disorder 
by characterizing the guarantee offered by Govern- 
ment for the production of the accounts of monastic 
institutions as an insulting farce. Loud cries from 
the Right o|)"We know nothing of the kiud" in- 
terrupted the .speaker, who was requested by the 
President to retract his words. M. Frere replied 
in a stentorian voice: "When, some days ago, I de^ 
nounced the conduct observed towards some vouog 
girls, Lice workers in a rtligious institution, a" voice 
iu this chamber t iunted me as an inf'ame." This 
sentence was received with applause by the stran- 
gers in the gallery, who commenced veiling and 
stamping. The President gave orders to the Iluis- 
Mers to dear the gallery, and the public slowlv 
withdrew. The allusion of M. Frere to the ljce 
manufacturers is explained in the following article 
in the Precurseur of Antwerp: 

"The Obrervateur published in one of its late 
numbers a fact so incredible that in the expeca- 
tion of an oflijial contradiction we have until now 
hesitated to 1 tv it before our readers. Ia cou^e- 

rince of the silence of the clerical journal* and of 
persons interested, we can no longer doubt the 
correctness of the account given by that journal. It 
is, therefore, now certain that the're/>^i<«uje* of the 
Iacs school of Liederkerke caused the hair of the 
heads of teu young girls who worked in their man- 
ufactory to lie cut off, because, on the Sunday of 
I^ikermes^c, these poor girls had taken part in a 
dance." 

After a few minutes had elapsed, and before the 
excitement created among the members of the 
Chamber by this incident bad sulisided, a great 
number of men with their hats on forced their way 
into the galleries, and it was necessary to have re- 
course to the troops on guard to clear the Chamber, 
aiid orders were given to strengthen the military 
posts outside. Half an hour after this second dis- 
turbance the President resumed hU seat, and the 
discussion recommenced. Meanwhile Uie public, 
after having been expelled from the House, assem- 
bled in noisy and agitated gioups in the space 
which separates the Park from the Chamber. 

Above a thousand persons, belonging to rtsspectsk- 
ble classes of society, congregated round the steps 
of the Chamber, and awaited the close of the sit- 
ting. No sooner had the proceedings terminated 
and some members of the Kight departed, than a 
storm of hisses and yells aiose from the crowd. 
The Apostolic Nuncio, Monsignor Gonella, who was 
leaving at tie- same time, misconstrued the attitude 
of the crowd into a personal at.ack upon himself, 
and withdrew into the Chanilier. But the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs aud M. Demoor, a Liberal mem- 
l»er, hastened to acquaint him with his error, aud, 
ottering him their arms, thev left the Chamber, and 
accompanied the Prelate to his carriage. The groups 
made way with respect for the Nuncio, and many 
persons took off their hats to the representative of 
the Church. It appears that the crowd had in the 
first instance mistaken the latter for the "Chauoine 
i'e Iliener," a most unpopular person, ■ fact which 
explained the hostile manifestation. The members 
of the I^ft were received by the crowd with enthu- 
siastic cheers. 

M. Kogi^r, on appearing on the steps, was the ob- 
ject of a particular ovation, but he retreated l«fore 
the welcome which uwaited him, and left the cham- 
| l>er by a private gate. The crowd, after waiting iu 
vain for M. Frere, proceeded to his residence, where 
it sang the "Brabanconne" under his windows, and 
indulged in innumerable "cleats." The crowd next 
proceeded to the residence of M. Verhaegen, and 
favored him with a similar manifestation; it then 
dispersed in the utmost order. During Uie above 
scenes the troops were ordered to remain in barracks, 
ready to act should circumstances unfortunately de- 
mand their interference. At the commencement of 
Thursday's sitting of the Chamber Vicomte Vilain 
XIV., Minister of Foreign Atfairs ; roee, and thus 
alluded to Uie events of the preceding day: 

"Gentlemen: A circumstance to be regretted oc- 
curred yesterdav. The Apostolic Nuncio to Uie 
Court of Brussels was seriously insulted. This in- 
cident took place yesterday at "5 o'clock, and at 5>< 
o'clock the Minister of Foreign Affairs, in uniform, 
proceeded to the residence of his Excellency and 
ottered excuses to hiin in the name of his Govern- 
ment, which the Nuncio would have been justified in 
demanding, had he had time to draw up bis repre- 
sentation! 1 . From the residence of Uie Nuncio I pro- 
ceeded to the Chateau de Laecken, where I render- 
ed an account of my conduct to the King. The King 
approved it, and has charged the Grand Marshal to 
express this morning to the Papal Nuncio the re- 
grets of his Majesty. I consider the incident is ter- 
minated." 

This brief speech was received by the Chamber 
with general approbation. After the sitting, the 
Cabinet Ministers proceeded to Laecken, where a 
council, presided over by the King, took place. The 
Ministers remained to a grand dinner given at the 
chateau, where the royal family, the dignitaries of 
the court, and several »t rangers of distinction were 
present.

Prize Ess won- Hkn Hocsks and the Manage 
must ok Fowls — For the Premfum offered by the 
Uman So. of Va. and S. Carolina— Hy Mrs. Cathe- 
nnaG'reen, of Jttnuxddie.— In view of successful fowl 
raising, first— due regard should be observed as to 
the hen house, roost*, nest?, and hovels. Mv hen 
house is 10 by IS feet, built of pine poles: my roosts 
ara supported by four forks, driven in the ground, 
and pine poles extended from one to the other. My 
boxes or nests are made of plunk, 12 inches wide, 
with partitions 12 inches apart, giving each nest one 
foot each way. They are also supported by forks, 
aav about three feet long, driven into the ground, 
loamy jnrttcidar care that neither roost* nor nest 
should have any connection witb the house. This 

P^Vthe^* liC *' ^"u/'h ro an * V ' . fr0IU 8h * lter " 
protection to the fowls. In the spring, the house, 
roosts, and nests should receive a coat of white-wash, 
and at intervals, say about l>uce a mouth, the roosts 
and nests should be taken out and scalded, new 
nests made, and, thus cleansed, ret"nred to their 
places. The floor should be kept well supplied r^tb 
'rest earth to receive the droppings, ana once in 15 j 
or 80 days removed t° compost pile, and a fresh 
supply ../ earth put id. iij hovels for spring use 
cover a space of about 3 feet square, those for sum- 
mer use -'-.out 5 feet. For summer the ends are 
»eft a .little open to admit air. They are also white- 
washed on the inside, and moved about every 15 or 
i>0 davs. In spring for early use the hens are set as 
thev take their nesta, and carrv what chickens they 
hatch; later in the season I never put the eggs under 
lesj than two hens ut a time, and frequently from 
four to six. These hatch out at the same time, and 
I make a selection of the hens, and give d hen from 
60 to 75 chickens, and put her under one of the 
largest hovels. The remainder of the s iting hens 
are stopped up for a few days to wer.a th«.m from 
their nests, ana again turned out for taj ing. In 
this way I keep the largest |iortion of the hens for 
laying "and setting. We feed the chicken* three 
times a day with oorn-meal dough, with a good per- 
tion of bran added. They are never turned out 
f.arly in the morning, nor 'allowed water except in 
long spells of dry hot weather. My average this 
season has been aliout 25 chickens to the ben. I 
have tried most of the different kinds o! chickens, 
and greatly prefer the Domaneca ero-sed on the 
Shan-hai. First, they are very thrifty, of quick 
and large growth, soon attaining the size to fry — 
their flesh or skin is of a rich yellow, which adds 
verv much to their appearance when brought to the 
table. A sample of these is on exhibition, to which 
the attention of the committee is respectfully in- 
vited. — A mer. F armer . 

Manuring Ftuit Trkkk —The Dutch, who are 
admirable gardeners, had in the great exhibition an 
instrument dlled an "earth borer," for manuring 
fruit trees without digging the ground. A circle of 
holes i> bored around the tree at two feet distance 
from the tree, and a foot from each other. Taking 
the tree at ■ foot in diameter at the surface of the soil, 
the circle will be five feet in diameter and fifteen 
feet in circumference; and if the holes are three in- 
ches in diameter and a foot apart — fifteen inches — 
there will l>e about twelvv holes; more or less, ac- 
to the diameter of the tree, 
are eighteen inches deep (where there is 
i depth of soil), and slanting towards the 
are filled with liquid manure, diluted moie 
or less iu dry weather and stronger as the weather is 
wetter. For the time of application. Dr. Lindley 
tells us, in the Gardener's Chronicle, Feb. 21, 1852, 
"For fruit, the proper time for usinn liquid manure, 
is when the fruit is beginning to swell, and has ac- 
quired by means of its own surface u power of suc- 
tion capable of opposing that of the leaves. 

At that time liquid manure may Ik* applied free'.v 
and continued from time to tin, as long as the fruit 
ia growing. But at the first sign of ripening, or 
even earlier, it should be wholly withheld. If li- 
quid manure is applied to a plant when the flowers 
are growing, the vigor w hich it communicates to 
them must also I* communicated to the leaves, but 
when leaves are growing unusually fast there is 
Muietimes a danger that they may rob the branches 
of the sap required for the" nutrition of the fruit; 
and, if that happens, the latter fulls off. And we 
all knew that, when ripening has begun, even water 
spoils the quality of fruit, although it augments the 
size, as is sufficiently shown by the strawberries 
prepare^ for the London maraet by irrigation; great 
addition al size is obtained, but it is at the expense 
of flavor , and any injury which mere water mav 
produce will certainly not be diminished by water 
holding ammoniacal and saline substances in solu- 
tion " I am not aware that this information has 
made its way iuto our orchards, finding no allusion 
to it in any of our books on orchard management, 
nor at our agricultural meetings. The time is just 
cooling for putting it to the test, and it remains 
with the fruit jrrowers to see what profit they can 
make of it. They need, in these times, all they can 
get, and this method has the recommendation of re- 
quiring Utile outlay, if anv.

Thk Stripru Bug. — We have several plans, re- 
commended by correspondents as the best means of 
checking the depredations of this insect. Some of 
these we have liefore given. Sow inn plaster, when 
the dew is on the p'ants, is good, but needs repeat- 
ing every day. An entirely new- plan to us, is to 
insert strips- of white paper into split sticks. These 
sticks are then put around the hills like miniature 
flags and flag poles. A correspondent avers that 
these w ill frighten the buns away. A pumpkin seed 
or two dro-.ped in the hill will "furnish food tor the 
bugs, and tliey will sometimes overlook the melons 
<»- cue u m ( rs. The best plau of all, is to place a 
box over the hill", and if a light of glass is placed 
over it, all the better It will not only keep i he 
bugs away, but will advance the plants two or three 
weeks, giving you ripe melons a long time before 
you could get them by the ordinary practice. 
S|irinkling the plants with black pepper one of our 
readers finds a sovereign remedy. Another finds 
that placing a handful of slaked lime around 
each plant, ou the surface of the ground, will keep 
these little pests away. Among such a multitude 
of remedies that are reported as sure, there would 
'~ U> be but little to fear from striped bugs.
